The Russian explanation of 
how 


the Kishineff outrages were brought 
about are wholly unsatisfying, and 
even accepting every statement as 
the whole and unbiased truth one 
cannot but feel that the statement is 
weak and almost ptferile. 


White not trying fuUy 
to justify 


the acts of the soldiers or police. 
some excuses are offered which seem 
to us on this side of the water as- ab- 
solutely unworthy of consideration. 


The statement of the Russian side 


was brought about as the result of a 
cablegram which the Christian Her- 
ald sent to the czar of Russia. The 
czar referred the matter to the direc- 
tor of the Russian police who by 
cable sends a statement to the pub- 
lication. This head of the 
police 


does not upheld his police in whet 
they failed to do, bat says that the 
neglect to interfere was due to popu- 
lar sentiment which was against the 
defenseless Jew. 
He speaks of just 


one occasion when the Jews made a 
show of defense. That appears to 
have been maddening to the soldiery 
for it proved a signal for a wholesale 
onslaught. 


The statement ignores figures and 


the worst features of the massacre. 
as misht perhaps be expected. 


We quote certain sections of the 


Russian statement in order that the 
public may draw its own conclusions 
as to the attempt to justify the bar- 
barities. The lynchings which take 
place In this country gave the Rus- 
sians an opportunity which was not 
overlooked by the director. 


This is what Director Loupoukhine 


said in part: 


"Russia's agricultural and laboring 


•population is ill at ease, living the 
common life with Jewish inhabitants 
of widely developed commercial in- 
stinct; hence there is constant an tag 
onlsm, the material 
differences in 


racial and religious character coming 
to the verge of frenzy at the 
least 


possible occasion. 


"The strained 
relations 
existing 


between the Russians and 
Jews of 


Bessarabia were made worse by the 
fact of finding In one outlying village 
a murdered Christian boy. The mur- 
der was attributed by the population 
to the Jewish ritual habits. 
Official 


denials of the ritual murder were not 
given credit by the peasants, who at 
tributed other murders of Christians 
in the towns of Kieff and Kishineff 
likewise to the Jews. 


"On Easter day, in the 
market 


place of Kishineff, the workers, while 
holiday making, saw the Jewish pro- 
prietor of a carousing machine strike 
a Christian woman, who fell to the 
ground, letting go her infant 
baby 


This incident was the immediate cause 
of an outburst 
The workers began 


breaking windows and pulling down 
Jewish stores as a sign of protest. 
The police, who always leave much 
to be desired in provincfal towns, 
failed to make 
efficacious 
interven- 


tion, and many 
thousands 
of the 


mass of onlookers 
and 
holidaj 


makers, approving the riot, hindered 
the policemen's actions. 


"After demonstrations came -plun- 


ders, the outbreak lasting from five 
in the afternoon to ten in the evening 
and leaving nine Jewish bodies on the 
place. Night brought the disturban- 
ces to an end. 


"What goes far to prove the mo 


mentous character of the outbreak in 
letting loose the 
popular 
passions 


with the strength of natural forces, it 
that on Monday morning the Jews. 
wishing to intimdate and Inflict pun- 
ishment on the 
Christian 
workers, 


began assembling 
on the 
market 


place in groups, anmed with sticks 
and other weapons. The Jews, being 
the more numerous, bad the best of it 
in tho first two encounters, 
and a 


Christian was seen to fall, receiving 
a bullet wound. This called 
forth 


the popular passion In all its abject 
force and abomination, the Russian 
peasants when driven to frenzy and 
excited by race and religious hatred, 
and being under the influence of alco- 
hol, being worse than the Americans 
who lynch negroes. 


"The Russian government is the 


first to disapprove of such horrid acts 
of violence, but it cannot, in compli- 
ance with the requests of a radical 
and revolutionary 
press, 
give 
ttoe 


Jews new rights of citizenship, as 
this would be sure to drive the Russ- 
ian 
population 
to 
new 
excesses 


against the Jews, who are hated by 
the peasants with such extraordinary 
force." 


RESPONSIBILITY OF SERVIA'S 


CRIME. 


The Berlin press appears 
to4 bo 


somewhat excited by the Servian as- 
sassination and revolution as being 
"subversive of the raonarchial princi- 
ple.", This Is a rather-strained view. 
Certainly the 
affair 
at 
Belgrade 


bears all the ear-Linrka of the prac- 
tices which prevailed during the days 
when there was no other form of rule 
than monarchal. Kings were made 
•nd .iqHMdf ,.ia the old time* with 


slight regard for the feelings or 
rights of individuals, or for the higher 
ethical laws. Might governed. 
The 


one chosen as king was the man who 
could command 
the largest loyal 


force, who could hold his people in 
the most perfect subjection. 
When 


he became weak, through inattention 
to affairs of state or through that 
equally -potent cause for lost power, 
over-indulgence in supreme personal 
authority, he was exposed to the 
perils of overthrow. Nor was his fall- 
always gentle. Usually it was severe 
and fatal. 


Servla is not to be judged by mod- 


ern standards of political procedure. 
It is in physical but not moral touch 
ulth. civilization. 
It Is simply "ba- 


bind the times." And for its benight- 
ed condition, which was the logical 
cause of Thursday's horror, the mon- 
archic} countries of Europe are today 
chiefly accountable. Had the parties 
tD the Berlin conference stood square- 
ly by their agreement with regard to 
the Balkan states, bad these princi- 
palities and kingdoms been 
held in 


higher esteem; than £8 tnjere pawns in 
the continental political game, perhaps 
iome intelligence might have spread 
through them, soune higher concep- 
tion of the duty of the citizen and the 
function of the state. But they have 
held these communities between the 
millstones of nerth European Intrigue 
and Turkish corruption and cruelty. 
It is a marvel that they have pro- 
gressed to even their present stage of 
civilization.

event," say the despatches. A capital 
?ity makes a fete of the slaughter of 
the king and queen and nearly a doz- 
"si members of the court. The pe> 
•>le breathe freely in an atmosphere 
"alnted by a' great crime. They has- 
en to form a new government, cheer 
be name of their new king, applaud 
be slayers of the old court circle. 
3ut Berlin's 
denunciation 
cannot 


aake even so revolting a spectacle as 
Completely shocking to the 'sensibili- 
•ies of the western world as it would 
iave been had Servia, with her neigh- 
x>rs, been given a better chance to 
*ain and to cherish a high regard for 
enlightened raonarchial 
government. 


The responsibilities of Germany and 
'ier associated signers of the Berlin 
-reaty are heavy indeed in this hour 
->t Servian reaction and crime.—Wash- 
ington Star.

FRUIT DAINTIES. 


I»el«OiB* Cnodled 
rkrrrle* ••« 


Strawberry Jelly. 


The Morello cherry is out" of the best 


for the purpose of making candied 
cherries, according to Table Talk, ia 
which the following recipes occur. 
Any slightly tart cherry, however, will 
do for this conserve: 


Pit and weigh the fruit, allowing 


one-half of a pound of granulated sug- 
ar for each pound of fruit Spread in 
alternate layers iu an earthen or gran- 
ite pan, and let stand overnigUt. 
Drain off the juice and uudissolved 
sugar, heat and boil slowly for thirty 
minutes. Drop in part cf the fruit at 
a time and simmc-r for fifteen miutes. 
Skim out and spread on large pinners. 
£tand in the sun. covering with fine 
cotton or wire gauze to protect from 
insects. 
Boil down the sirup untii 


very thick. Each night bring in the 
dishes and set in a cool, dry place. In 
the morning tarn them into the bow! 
of sirup, stir up till well njfisrc-ned, 
then skim out again on the dishes and 
place in the sun for the day. If 
stormy, do not expose to dampness. 
By the time the sirup is used up the 
cherries should be quite dry. Let 
stand in the sun for another day, then 
pack in small jars or in boxes lined 
•with waxed paper. 


The Gandy is the bsst variety for 


making strawberry Jelly, although it 
Is usually the latest in the market. 
For canning and preserving the dark 
colored fruit is much superior to the 
light, even if the berries are smaller. 
Underripe rather than overripe should 
be the rule, and for jelly especially it 
is advisable to have the berries still a 
little green at the tips. Use firm, per- 
fect fruit- Lay aside about half, and 
press the juice from the rest. Strain, 
and to each pint of juice allow one 
pound of sugar. 
Weigh the berries, 


put aside and add to them the same 
weight of sugar. Boil the Juice about 
twenty minutes, add the sugar, which 
should be heated in the oven, and boil 
fifteen minutes longer. Add the mixed 
fruit and sugar to the Jelly and sim- 
mer a few minutes longer. Seal when 
cold. 


Only fresh, firm, perfect strawber- 


ries should be selected for canning. 
Hull, wash and drain, but handle very 
carefully, not to crush the fruit. Meas- 
ure the berries after they are hulled. 
Allow a teacupfuLof granulated sugar 
to each quart of fruit. Put the sugar 
and berries in layers in a preserving 
kettle and allow it to stand an hour. 
Then bring slowly to the boiling point 
and let simmer two minutes. Do not 
stir the fruit. Seal at once.

At different epochs during the time 


known as the secondary period the sur- 
face of the earth seems to have been 
so predominantly peopled with reptile 
life that it has been called "the age- 
of reptiles." The huge iguaaodons 
stalked or leaped about iu the -wealds 
of Sussex and Hampshire. Of these 
iguanodons marvelously complete skel- 
etons are to be seen (mounted in atti- 
tudes of life) in the Royal museum of 
Brussels—a sight in itself sufficient to 
induce a visit to that capital.

I admit, but very con- 
venient. and then you don't have that 
big flame and nasty smell. 


It does not seem a well known fact 


tbat Jam should, be covered hot We 
have covered all our Jams and Jellies 
hot for several years and never have 
a case of mold. As soon as the boil- 
Ing Jam or Jelly is poured into tbe 
Jar a round piece of stout paper pasted 
on both sides should be put on. . The 
steam rising through this paper stiff- 
ens and stretches it and the Jam pots 
look very neat "when dry.

Jelly if one cup of water is added fqr 
each cwp of Juice and a cup of sugar 
for each cup of Juice and water the 
result will be a much daintier Jelly 
than where the undiluted fruit Juice is 
used, and at least a half more Jelly 
from the same quantities.
